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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


In submitting our report for the year 1971, we feel 
that it would be well to define more clearly the true 
duties of a selectman. He is first a selectman, assessor 
and overseer of the poor. 


His job consists of the administration of the affairs 
of the town and to prudently spend the money appro- 
priated by the people of the town at their annual or 
special town meetings. He is required to fairly assess 
the taxes on all property in the town and to take care of 
the town poor. 


The selectman acts on a part time basis and at a 
remuneration that is small for the duties he is responsible 
for performing. His decisions refiect what he feels is 
best for the town, without any financial gain or personal 
benefits from these decisions. 


In living with the problems that the town has, from 
day to day the selectman comes up with the thoughts 
and ideas that he feels are best for the town and makes 
the town a better place to live in, run more efficiently 
and correct situations in a more economical manner. 


In summation, your selectmen for the year 1971 
have accomplished a number of noteworthy things. 
Among these were paying off an $11,000 note taken out 
to meet the fourth quarter 1970 obligation to District 3 
schools, paying all four quarters of our 1971 school 
assessment obligation, selling of one parcel of town- 
owned property and financially settling another parcel 
that had been taken for taxes. Further, through state 
aid funds, we were able to effect repairs to Lights Road 
and the bridge in South Liberty, replace three road 
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crossing culverts and gravel and regrade two Hostile 
Valley Roads. Not the least of all is that we have ex- 
tended the fiscal year to January 31st thereby returning 
to what was previously considered the end of the fiscal 
year. 


In addition to reroofing the town fire house, as was 
voted, we did have the trim scraped and painted two 
coats. This was vitally needed as it had been a number 
of years since it was last done. 


Through much correspondence with Hanover Bank 
and Trust Company of New York, we were able to get 
$2,300.00, which had accumulated in a Walker School 
& Alteration Trust Fund, released and entered into the 
town’s accounts. 


The $1,200. appropriated for state aid construction 
was deferred for expending so that we can take advant- 
age of a special appropriation from the State Highway 
Commission in 1972 for reconstruction of Stickney Road 
at the Junction of Rte. 220. Monetarily, we have gained 
more state monies by doing this. 


We did overexpend the allotted budget on the town 
dump. This was caused by proper normal maintenance 
plus being required by the State Forestry Service to 
extend the tree line around the perimiter of the dump 
area. Dozer work and gravel was required to reshape 
and cover over portions of the open dump. 


Although the selectmen were in objection, we did 
act on the vote taken to repair our existing antiquated 
truck fleet to make it capable of handling our snowplow- 
ing and sanding requirements for the 1971-72 winter 
season. An attachment within the town report booklet 
will show you exactly what was spent on each piece of 
equipment. With this we still have much less than normal 
required equipment. We hope that all town voters will 
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employ open and unbiased thinking in the consideration 


-and voting on Article Number 15. 


We wish to extend our thanks to the men of the 
town who manned our truck fleet to plow and sand our 
roads. We feel they have done a masterful job consider- 
ing the equipment they had to work with. 


We also wish to express our gratitude to all citizens 
who have participated and worked for the town to make 
this a better place in which to live.

LIBERTY VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT, INC. 
George A. Sprague, Fire Chief 


The year 1971 saw a rise in the number of fire calls 
in the Town of Liberty, but a decrease in the out of town 
calls. We responded to a total of 22 calls; 18 of these 
were in Liberty, 4 were out of town calls.

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The most costly to the department was the Saw Mill 
fire. Destroyed was the Ivan Davis mill, along with the 
Casket House and the Bennett Machine Shop. Loss of 
property was set at $40,000.00 by Davis. Loss to the 
department was in hose, nozzles and tires. 8 sections of 
2% inch hose were lost, these were burned. 6 sections 
of 1% inch hose was burst. 1 1% inch nozzle was lost, 
either by someone picking this up, or dropped in the fire. 
The department loss was partially covered by insurance. 
The paint on the department truck was badly damaged 
by heat, the right front tire was damaged and right side 
windows were broken by heat. These expenses were to 
the department, as the insurance on this truck does not 
cover fire damage. The insurance paid about ™% of the 
total expense. 

Most of us feel that had it not been for the prompt 
response to our call for help, by those departments aid- 
ing us, that much of Liberty Village would have been 
lost on the afternoon of June 11, 1971. Departments re- 
sponding to our call were: Montville, 2 trucks; Palermo, 
2 trucks; Washington, 2 trucks; Searsmont, 2 trucks; 
Union, 2 trucks; Belfast, 2 trucks; Liberty, 2 trucks. A 
total of 45 men were engaged to control this fire. 

The Hiram Bachelder poultry house fire cost us 
another 3 sections of 1% inch hose, burst under pressure 
higher than normal. The departments assisting us on 
that fire were; Montville, Palermo, Morrill, Searsmont. 
These are Mutual Aid towns, and did not cost us for 
their aid, as this was a building fire. 

From the fees paid for pumping out wells, hauling 
water to fill dry wells in the Summer, grass burning in 
the Spring; most people donated, some didn’t; we are 
able to go into another year without having to ask for 
operating money from the town; if the voters are willing 
to pay insurance on the department owned International 
pumper and pay heat and lights for the town owned Fire 
Station.

LIBERTY VOLUNTEER AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 
George A. Sprague, Administrator 


1971 saw a rise in the number of calls recorded for 
one year. We answered 65 calls of which 28 were for 
Liberty residents. We responded to two fatal automobile 
accidents and acted as back-up to Windsor and Belfast. 


The breakdown of runs for 1971 is as follows: 


Montville 8 

Belmont 5 

Searsmont 17 

Lincolnville 1 

Palermo 3 

Freedom 2, back-up for Unity 
Morrill 1, back-up for Belfast

We dropped the Town of Palermo from our service 
area after their town meeting, as they decided to engage 
Windsor to provide their ambulance service. This re- 
duced our coverage area somewhat, and had we still 
been servicing Palermo, our run log would have been 
over 80 runs. We still provide service to the Towns of 
Montville, Belmont and Searsmont. 

We have answered a total of 196 calls since we 
began on June 20, 1968. We have covered a total of 
10,767 miles to hospitals in Belfast, Rockland, Camden, 
Waterville, Augusta, Bangor, Togus VS, and Gardiner. 

During the past year we have put into operation a 
19638 Cadillac Combination Ambulance, replacing the 
1960 Cadillac unit. The 1960 was sold and the money put 


ee 
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into the purchase of the newer unit. We are now on the 
lookout for a newer unit than we have, as we can only 
continue to provide service of high quality if our equip- 
ment is updated from time to time. We are continuing 
to add new equipment to the ambulance unit, and are 
now exceeding the state requirements in some instances. 
We are regulated by the State of Maine ambulance 
licensing law which requires certain equipment be car- 
ried at all times. 

We have a very dedicated group of people who 
‘volunteer their time to make this service one of the best 
in the state. They are as follows: 

Sewell Colby, Douglas Banks, John Harrison, Ralph 
Wing, Ethel Wing, Alfred Harrison, Lucilla Wyman, 
Edward Rousch, Reginald Andrews, Arlene Green, Mar- 
ion Parmenter, Arthur Sprague, Darleen VanDuysen, 
Dorothy Rousch, Earl Stevens, Lloyd Woodbury, Mrs.

These are the people who have responded in 1971. 

I would like to thank Raymond Banks for painting 
our 63 unit, and for once again providing garage space 
for our ambulance in his garage. 

We are recognized by Medicare and the State of 
Maine Department of Health and Welfare as providers 
of services to those covered by their respective depart- 
ments. For those elegible, Medicare pays 80% of the 
bill, and the individual is responsible for the remaining 
20%. Health and Welfare pays 100% of the bill for 
those covered by their several programs. When those 
people who use our service provide us with complete 
information with which to file claims, we are able to 
get our money for operating expenses; however, if the 
information is not complete, we are held up on receiving 
our payments. But, our bills for gas, oil and repairs come 
in at the end of each month. 

Most calls to which we respond are very necessary. 
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Doctors have told us that had these people not been 
brought to the hospital by ambulance, their chances of 
recovery would have been greatly reduced. In several 
instances the service has made the difference between 
arriving at the hospital alive or dead. Occasionally - 
only 3 times out of 196 calls for service - we have had 
calls which have turned out to be practically a taxi ser- 
vice. Not only is this not a use for which the amblance 
service is provided, but it might well cause the service 
to be unavailable for a real emergency where saving a 
life may be involved. We don’t know who can say 
whether a patient really needs an ambulance for emer- 
gency. We take them in any event; we have to trust 
that there will be even fewer cases of “‘taxi service” so 
that we continue to be available to serve you in the real 
emergencies.

Sir: 

The Mid-Coast Mental Health Clinic continues to 
find more evidence of nervous problems, family break- 
down, alcoholism, drug problems, and other emotional 
disturbances that require professional treatment. Where- 
as our staff last year included 1 part-time psychiatrist, 
1 part-time psychologist and 3 social workers; we are 
happy to report that, due to increased help from the 
towns and contributions from the state, we have in- 
creased our staff by 1 part-time psychiatrist, 1 psychol- 
ogist, and 1 social worker. Consequently we have been 
able to increase the number of people seen as follows: 


1970 1971 
Patients 2011 ZOMG 
Visits 1568 1956 


Our Clinic serves the large mid-coast area, within 
Knox, Waldo and Lincoln Counties. We have offices in 
Rockland and Belfast and hope to open new offices 
within the year to bring our services still closer to the 
people who need them. Already, through special grants 
from Belfast and Searsport, regular consultation pro- 
grams have been established in those schools. All other 
towns are accorded these services to the degree possible, 
but we hope to provide a more formalized program to 
as many other towns as possible. 
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There are other services too: educational programs, 
conferences, and seminars to groups within the commun- 
ity regarding mental health. We have recently completed 
a five-week seminar for all clergymen in the area. 

The Clinic is supported by local funds, State funds, 
and fees from patients. Since fees are based upon the 
individual’s ability to pay, and no one is denied service, 
this latter source constitutes less than 5% of our income. 

You should be keenly aware of the importance of 
local funds and the necessity of increasing them if we 
are to continue to meet the increasing mental health 
needs of the region. We know that the State and Fed- 
eral Governments will financially support us only if the 
local communities approve of our program and contri- 
bute financially to it. Every dollar contributed from the 
towns’ budgets can be matched by three additional 
dollars from governmental sources.

AUDITOR’S COMMENTS AND NOTES 
Hanuaryeol, L972 


The audit report for the period ended January 31, 
1972 covers thirteen months rather than the normal 
twelve months. The change was made to synchro- 
nize the audit report and the fiscal year of the Town 
of Liberty. 


Included in the cash in the general checking account 
of the Town of Liberty is restricted funds in the 
amount of $2,300.00. These monies were received 
from the Manufacturers Hanover Trust that were 
released to the town with the stipulation that they 
were to be used for the school district. 


Adjustments amounting to $511.62 have been made 
to surplus. These monies primarily represent bal- 


ances carried forward on the town records but closed ° 


to surplus by the December 31, 1970 audit report. 


The amount of unpaid taxes represents a decrease 
of $4,111.04 from the December 31, 1970 balance 
with all prior years taxes being reduced from 
So02,02 tO 24.60. 


The unpaid tax lien also decreased; the balance as 
of January 31, 1972 being $1,400.58 less than the 
December 31, 1970 balance. 


The current year’s change in surplus amounted to 
an increase of $3,290.88. Detailed changes are pre- 
sented in Schedule C.

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SELECTMEN’S ANNUAL REPORT 


The very busy and sometimes hectic 1972 aGministrative 
year closes with a record of considerable accomplishment 
for the overall good of the Town. Observers seem to feel 
it has been as busy a year as can be recalled; things need- 
ing attention occurred faster than they could possibly be 
disposed of; hence, in spite of the vast amounts of 
Selectmen’s time available and consumed, a great many 
incomplete or yet-to-be-undertaken projects fall to the 
next administration, and certainly more and more 
projects will arise as the increasing complexity of gov- 
ernment, even at town level, continues to grow. In an 
effort to keep abreast of it all, during the year one or more 
of your Selectmen have attended a State conference on 
the Air Force Radar Site Selection, an M.M.A. conference 
on Federal Revenue Sharing, several Regional Planning 
Commission meetings on Shoreland Zoning matters, and 


a weekend of State and Federal Civil Defense Training 
Conference. 


The financial outcome of the year will not look too badly 
on balance with the operating departments showing a net 
saving of about $1,350 all together. The overexpendi- 
tures by Department are readily accountable and 
generally unavoidable where existing in five depart- 
ments in spite of diligence by Town Officers. 
The dozen positive balance departments are a combina- 
tion of good luck in some, and in at least one department 
the result of a conscientious effort by the Road Commiss- 
ioner. We close the year with a very healthy unappropri- 
ated Surplus account of about $12,200. of which $9,200 is 
being recommended for use in 1973 to help offset 
an otherwise-certain tax increase. Tax collections have 
lagged in 1972-1973 to date, attesting to the need to do all 
possible to hold the line for 1973. 
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In review, the accomplishments resulting from your 
decisions in Town Meetings this past year include dis- 
posing of the old surplus Town trucks by sale, and their 
replacement with heavier duty trucks which have given 
a good account of themselves so far this winter, with the 
old ‘‘Bomb Loader” and the Diamond-T units in reserve 
as backup. Fortunate acquisition of a front end loader for 
less than appropriated helps bulwark our equipment 
array and will save the Town substantially in the future. 
Rebuilding of a large part of both the Fishturn Road and 
the Collinstown Road (so-called) was accomplished with 
TRI State Funds and more should be done on these next 
year. The fine work by the State, with our State Aid 
money for two years included, vastly improved the 220 
(Tower) end of Stickney Hill Road, and improved part 
of 220 at the same time. Now your 1973 State Aid money 
will be used to pave it in 1973. Tarring and Patching 
work included mulching large parts of Boynton Road and 
Lamson Road, both upgrade northerly from Route 3 - a 
program that should be kept up now that it has been 
resumed. 


Complete refurbishing of the interior of the Community 
Hall by Keith Cram is a major improvement; now it must 
be protected further by a badly needed new roof and. 
other work on windows and doors. Incidentally, insurance. 
coverage on this and other Town property was woefully 
inadequate and has been completely reviewed and up- 
dated with adequate coverages during this year. 


The fine work done on the Stevens Pond Dam was possible 
only by Townspeople volunteering labor, and others 
donating equipment, materials or money - all a project 
of the people - by the people - nothing to do with the Ad- 
ministration. All deserve a hearty thanks from all the 
Townspeople. The Red Cross Swimming instruction pro- 
gram carried on there, afterward, was very successful and 
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probably will bear repetition. 


Looming large to the benefit of the Town are the finding 
of a new location for the Town Stockpile area, thanks to 
the Harrisons; and the obtaining of an offer to purchase 
on the Walker School Dormitory which is subject to voter 
acceptance; it will put about $8,000 into Town coffers, 
and put a good property (which will be restored) back on 
our Tax Rolls. (Then the School District can negotiate 
with the new owners without Town interference or 
prejudices.) 


The updated Street Lighting in several locations is a good 
improvement and should stabilize that department for 
awhile, once the restoration of two lights on Water and 
Back Streets, as already ordered, is accomplished by the 
power company. 


The improved layout of the Town Dump done by the 
previous administration certainly is better for users, for 
the most part (though we’d spend less if users would 
regularly dump as near the outer edge as possible) ; and 
clearing around the Dump this year reduces hazard of fire 
spreading to the adjoining forests, and promptly met 
State Forestry Department approval. But, the problems of 
the Dump, well publicized before now, are not yet re- 
solved; the Ordinance and the Article which follows it 
in Town Meeting will be necessary to control the problem. 


The number of Articles and their nature, in this year’s 
Town Meeting Warrant clearly point out some of the 
things that have made the past year busy, and may make 
the next year even more so for Selectmen. First a word 
about non-money Articles which have more than one Art- 
icle relating to one general subject: It will be apparent 
we are giving alternatives for your consideration; these 
are indicated by the appearance of the parenthetical 
statement at start of the Article (“To be acted upon only

in the event ............ ”). With a choice it is not necessary 
that a matter be dropped for another year as when only 
one Article appears and is turned down, whereas an al- 
ternative might be more appealing. And, about the Fire 
Department Articles: there is no ‘‘axe to grind” here as 
far as the administration is concerned - we are just “fed 
up”’ with bickering about the Fire Department and pro- 
pose an alternative, without which no one can do anything 
but bicker; now the Town has its chance to act if it so 
desires (though even that may not stop the bickering!). 


Part of the increase in Articles is brought about by the 
more complex financing situations with which the Town - 
and most every Town - is confronted; Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds, not available for 1972 use, now available 
in a special “required’”’ Trust Fund account for this year’s 
use, and the assured continuance of these funds for four 
more years is a blessing but brings more accounting work 
with the special record and reporting requirements set 
forth for all Towns and cities in the nation. And, there are 
Federal restrictions and requirements also as to how 
Towns appropriate these Federal Funds - things that are 
not apparent but have been conformed to in your Town 
Report and Appropriation Articles. You will note we dis- 
pose of these Revenue Sharing account Articles first, re- 
gardless of traditional sequence to which you are accus- 
tomed. Then, we are assured of continued and increasing 
State Revenue Sharing and its availability for appropria- 
tion without department appropriation or reporting re- 
strictions, so we appropriate from and dispose of those 
funds next. 


We continue that pattern in money Articles consideration, 
going next to Excise Tax and then to Surplus appropria- 
tions - not new as to their availability. More about 
Surplus: with all appropriations approved as recommend- 
ed, about $3,000 or more of 1972 Surplus funds would 
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Liberty voters restrict use

LIBERTY — A record citizen 
turnout voted unanimously, at

Catherine E. Worthing was 
unanimously re- elected to the 
office of town clerk which she 
has held for 24 years.

ejtax collector and Madeleine 
Cram, treasurer. 

Roger Waugh was elected to 
succeed Mrs. Jean Cunningham 
as tax collector.

WATER STREET 
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remain untouched, and will promptly be augmented in 
1973 by the anticipated proceeds of the Dormitory prop- 
erty sales by early Summer, then the Veterans Exemption 
reimbursement from the State this year, and finally Tax 
Overlay, all of which together presumably will bring 
Surplus way up to near $20,000 toward late 1973 - much 
higher than now, and coupled with the Federal and State 
Revenue Sharing and Excise Tax collections should make 
just about the same amount ($40,000) available for 1974 
as we have for 1973, to help keep down tax levys on Real 
Estate for Town expenditures. So, the use of much of 1972 
Surplus to pay Town Operating expense this year will 
jeopardize nothing, yet it alone would reduce your over- 
all taxes (School and all) over 10% based on 1972 budget 
needs; higher School and other costs in 1973 make the use 
of Surplus necessary in hopes of just holding the line. 


All that adds up to saying, as you can see, that even if 
all appropriations were approved by the Town this 
March you get a reduction of 75% or nearly $15,000 in 
monies to be raised for Town operation by local real estate 
and personal property taxes - down to where less than 
$5,000 is needed to be raised for Town alone. Now if 
School and County Assessments don’t go up more than 
$15,000 we shall have held the line; if they go up less, 
taxes should come down this year, in spite of all the 
“extras’’. Study the two charts that follow, and preceding 
the Appropriation Articles; the charts are quite clear and 
will help you to understand more readily. 


There are extra appropriations sought this year, as you 
will see readily on the chart that shows where monies 
can come from for each appropriation, but every cent 
requested except the last two, can be well justified. In 
fact, two evenings of Information Meetings, Feb. 27 and 
28 are being held toreview Articles 13 through 70, money 
and otherwise, and to answer your questions in advance, 
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to enable you to understand the intent or reason for every 
Article in advance, and thus enable’you to consider your 
votes in advance. In this way the Town Meeting itself on 
Saturday, March 8rd should go more quickly to compen- 
sate for the larger than usual number of Articles, and the 
hoped for larger than usual attendance. We hope to make 
this one of the best Liberty Town Meetings ever; certainly 
you have much to think about for the Meeting, all im- 
portant to your Town. We urge your advance study of 
this Town Report, and urge your attendance at both the 
all-important Information Meetings (one evening is not 
long enough; each meeting will cover different parts of 
the Report). We know these important matters will have 
your thoughtful consideration before Town Meeting time. 
We hope to see all of you there.

REGULATION AND CONTROL OF THE 


LIBERTY TOWN DUMP 


It is hereby declared by the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Liberty that it is in the public interest to control and reg- 
ulate dumping practices at the Liberty Town Dump for 
the express purpose of securing and protecting the public 
safety, health and welfare of the Inhabitants of the Town 
of Liberty. 


The premises commonly known and designated as 
the Liberty Town Dump, in Liberty, situated on the gene- 
rally southeasterly side of the Valley Road, so called, is 
hereby established as the Liberty Town Dump. 


No person, firm, organization or corporation in the 
business of collecting garbage or refuse shall deposit or 
dispose of garbage or refuse at the Liberty Town Dump, 
unless duly authorized and licensed in writing to do so 
by the Selectmen of the Town of Liberty. 


No other person, other than a resident or inhabitant 
of the Town of Liberty, shall deposit or dispose of gar- 
bage or refuse at the Liberty Town Dump unless duly 
authorized, or licensed in writing to do so by the Select- 
men of the Town of Liberty. 


The Selectmen of the Town of Liberty shall have the 
authority to authorize the use of the Liberty Town Dump 
by inhabitants or residents of other municipalities other 
than the Town of Liberty, and shall have the authority 
to authorize the use of the Liberty Town Dump by any 
person, firm, organization or corporation in the business

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CONSERVATION COMMISSIONS, PARKS AND TREES 


Title 30, M.R.S.A., Chapter 229 EY 


Subchapter II, Conservation Commissioners 


Section 3851. Conservation Commissions. 


Municipalities may establish conservation commis- 
sions. The municipal officers may appoint 5 conservation 
commissioners, to hold office 1, 2, 3,4 and 5 years, re- 
spectively, and after the first year choose annually a 
commissioner for 5 years in place of the one whose term 
expires. Such commission may have the care and super- 
intendence of the public parks and, subject to the appro- 
val of the municipal officers, direct the expenditure of 
all moneys appropriated for the improvement of the same. 
such commission shall conduct research, in conjunction 
with the planning board, if any, into the local land areas 
and shall seek to coordinate the activities of conservation 
bodies organized for similar purposes and may advertise; 
prepare, print and distribute books, maps, charts, plans 
and pamphlets which in its judgment it deems necessary. 
It shall keep an index of all open areas, publically or 
privately owned, within the municipality, including open 
marsh lands, swamps and other wetlands, for the purpose 
of obtaining information pertinent to proper utilization, 
protection, development or use of such open areas and 
may recommend to the municipal officers or any munici- 
pal body or board, or any body politic or public agency 
of the State of Maine a program for the better utilization, 
protection, development or use of such areas, which may 
include the acquisition of conservation easements. Any 
body politic or public agency of the State of Maine con- 
ducting planning operations with respect to open areas 
within a municipality having a conservation commission 
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shall notify such conservation commssion of all plans and 
planning operations at least 30 days prior to the imple- 
mentation of any action thereunder. A Conservation Com- 
mission may acquire land in the name of the municipality 
for any of the purposes set forth in this section with the 
approval of the legislative body. A commission may re- 
ceive gifts in the name of the municipality for any of its 
purposes and shall administer the same for such purposes 
subject to the terms of the gift. It shall keep records of 
its meetings and activities and shall make an annual re- 
port to the municipality to be published as part of the 
annual municipal report. 


As used in this section ‘‘open areas” means any space 
or area the preservation or restriction of the use of which 
would maintain or enhance the conservation of natural 
or scenic resources, protect natural streams or water 
supplies, promote conservation of swamps, wetlands, 
beaches or tidal marshes, enhance the value to the public 
of abutting or neighboring parks, forests, wildlife pre- 
serves, nature reservations or sanctuaries, or other open 
areas or open spaces, affect or enhance public recreation 
opportunities, preserve historic sites, implement the plan 
of development adopted by the planning commission of 
any municipality, promote orderly urban or suburban 
development. 
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AN ORDINANCE 


CREATING A LIBERTY PLANNING BOARD 


We, the people of the Town of Liberty, in the interest 
of sound planning for the protection of public health, the 
environmental quality of our community and its sound 
development, do hereby enact this Ordinance in Town 
Meeting to establish the Liberty Planning Board. 


The Board will consist of five (5) members, to be 
appointed by the Selectmen, one (1) of the five being ap- 
pointed each year for a five year term, except that five 
(5) will be appointed after enactment of this ordinance 
to initially activate the Board, and these five this one time 
will draw by lot for term of office. In the event of a 
vacancy on the Board, the Board of Selectmen will ap- 
point a qualified member to serve the remainder of the 
term vacated. 


The Board will serve without compensation in the 
interest of the welfare of the community. 


I. GENERAL PURPOSE. The Planning Board will 
be concerned with the urgent matters brought about by 
State requirements, such as a comprehensive plan for 
Shoreland areas only if and as required by the Attorney 
General’s Office sustaining its ruling pertinent to setting 
up required Shoreland Zoning; the approval of subdivi- 
sion plans and handle other land subdivision matters 
brought about about by the State’s subdivision laws; 
liason with Regional Planning Commission, and other 
matters properly assigned to it by the Board of Select- 
men or by State Statute in the future. 


The Planning Board is specifically restrained from 
undertaking any overall zoning of the Town except as 
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provided in duly enacted Ordinances or State Statutes, 
Attorney General rulings, or directed by vote of a Town 
Meeting. Likewise the Board is to take no action to create 
or act as Building Inspectors or to establish Building 
Codes, or to require or issue permits of any type, except 
as provided in duly enacted Ordinances or directed by 
vote of a Town Meeting. 


II. ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 


A. HIGHER STANDARDS. Any standard or re- 
quirements duly set up for the Planning Board to admin- 
ister, as indicated and limited above, under this ordinance 
are intended to at least comply with M.R.S.A. Title 12, 
‘Realty Subdivisions’’, Sections 4801, 4801-A, 4801-B and 
4804. Wherever regulations and restrictions exceed State 
requirements it is intended the local Ordinance shall 
apply. 


B. VARIANCES. Property owners may seek and 
/or obtain variances from provisions of matters admin- 
istered by the Planning Board only from majority of 
Board of Selectmen, and may be sought as follows: 


1. If a development or subdivision subject to Plann- 
ing Board Approval: 


a. a variance to which the Planning Board agrees may 
be requested directly from the Board of Selectmen. 


b. a variance to which the Planning Board does not 
agree may be requested from the Board of Appeals, 
and with Board of Appeals approval proceed as 
in la above. If Board of Appeals uphold Planning 
Board by denying approval of variance, no request 
for variance may be made to Board of Selectmen. 
If the Board of Appeals should have a different 
decision from the Planning Board on the matter 
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appealed, it shall be referred to Board of Nelect- 
men for final decision at Town level. 
2. Decisions of the Board of Selectmen on variance 
requests will be rendered to the property owner in writ- 
ing and be the final authority at Town level. 


C. APPEALS. The person or organization wish- 
ing to appeal decision of the Planning Board may apply to 
the Town Board of Appeals. If the Board of Appeals up- 
holds the decision of the Planning Board, that decision 
shall be final at Town level. If the Board of Appeals 
should have a different opinion from the Planning Board 
on the matter appealed, it shall be referred to the Board 
of Selectmen for final decision at Town level. 


D. ENFORCEMENT. It shall be the duty of the 
Selectmen to enforce the provisions of this ordinance. 


E. VIOLATIONS. 1. Any subdivider who pro- 
ceeds with any part of a subdivision, development, or sale 
of lots, without approvals of the Planning Board, or Board 
of Selectmen in the event of a successful appeal to the 
Board of Appeals, such approvals in advance of proceed- 
ing with any of the above by the subdivider, will be in 
violation of the Ordinance. 

2. The Selectmen shall institute or cause to be in- 
stituted, in the name of the Town, any and all actions, 
legal and equitable, that may be appropriate or necessary 
for the enforcement of the provisions of this Ordinance. 
This regulation, however, shall not prevent any person 
entitled to equitable relief from enjoining any act con- 
trary to this Ordinance. 


F. PENALTY FOR VIOLATION. Any person, 
firm or corporation owning or having control of any build- 
ing or premises or land or part thereof, who violates any

of the provisions of this Ordinance, or who fails to con- 
form to any of the provisions thereof, or obtain approval 
for variance, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than five dollars and not more than fifty dollars. Hach day 
such violation or failure to comply is permitted to exist, 
after notification thereof by the Selectmen shall constitute. 
a separate offense. 


G. AMENDMENTS. On petition, or on recom- 
mendation of the Planning Board, or on their own motion, 
the Selectmen may present warrants for consideration by 
the Town to amend, supplement, or repeal the regulations 
and provisions of this Ordinance. The Selectmen shall fix 
the time and place of a public hearing on the proposed 
amendment and cause notice to be given in accordance 
with the laws of the State of Maine; and they shall refer 
proposed amendments to the Planning Board for a report 
thereon at least ten days before the Public Hearing. The 
Ordinance may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the 
voters in the Town Meeting assembled. 


H. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Ordinance shall be- 
come effective on the date of its adoption. 


I. In the event any part of this ordinance shall be 
declared illegal, this shall not invalidate the balance of 
the Ordinance. 
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AN ORDINANCE 
CREATING A TOWN OF LIBERTY 


BOARD OF APPEALS 


We, the people of the Town of Liberty, in the in- 
terest of fair and equitable means of appealing decisions 
of various Boards which may from time to time have 
jurisdiction over matters pertaining to the Town of Lib- 
erty and its inhabitants, do hereby enact this ordinance 
in Town Meeting, to establish and create a Town of 
Liberty Board of Appeals. 


A. ESTABLISHMENT. — In accordance with pro- 
visions of the State of Maine M.R:S.A. Title 30, Sec. 2411, 
Board of Appeals. A Board of Appeals is hereby estab- 
lished. The Board of Selectmen shall appoint the 
members, to serve without compensation. It is intended 
that all Boards of Appeals established now and subse- 
quently be governed by this Section 2411 identified above, 
particularly pertaining to Organization and Procedure of 
the Board. 


B. POWERS AND DUTIES. In addition to, but not 
contradictory to, the items set forth under Organization 
and Procedure referred to above, the Town Board of Ap- 
peals shall have jurisdiction not necessarily limited, as 
follows: 


1. To hear and decide appeals where it is alleged 
there is an error in any order, requirement, decision or 
determination made in the enforcement of Town Ordi- 
nances. 


2. To hear and decide appeals for variances from 
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the terms of Town Ordinances where, because of special 
conditions, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the 
Ordinance would result in undue hardship and where a 
variance would not be contrary to the public interest. In 
granting a variance, the Board of Appeals may prescribe 
such conditions and safeguards as they deem advisable in 
order to protect the public interest. 


3. In handling appeals, to set conditions and re- 
strictions upon some action which is potentially unsani- 
tary, unattractive, or destructive of the environment, but 
which is feasable or acceptable if done with adequate 
safeguards. 


C. HEARINGS. Any necessary public hearings 
will be set by the Board of Appeals when deemed essen- 
tial to the public interest. 


D. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Ordinance shall be- 
come effective on the date of its adoption. 


EK. In the event any part of this Ordinance be de- 
clared invald, it shall not effect the validity of the balance 
of the Ordinance.

Gentlemen: 


We have examined the Balance Sheets of the several 
Funds of the Town of Liberty, Maine, as of January 31, 
1972 and the related Statements of Departmental Opera- 
tions and changes in Surplus for the year then ended. Our 
examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other audit- 
ing procedures aS we considered necessary in the circum- 
stances.

Restricted Funds included in the general fund 
checking account at January 31, 1972 have been 
transferred to savings account and consolidated with 
other Walker School Repair Funds. 


Uneceollected taxes increased $4,277.12 over the un- 
collected balance as of January 31, 1972. The bal- 
ance is composed of $12,369.40 for 1972 taxes and 
$545.90 for 1971 taxes. 


Outstanding tax liens increased from $1,697.30 to 
$2,140.56, an increase of $443.26. All outstanding 
liens are for the tax year 1971. 


Departmental accounts closed to surplus resulted 
in following increases and decreases.

It was very well put by the previous administration 
in their annual report excerpts as follows: ‘‘More and more 
projects will arise as the increasing complexity of Govern- 
ment, even at Town level, continues to grow”’. 


Solid waste disposal ordinances, shoreland zoning 
ordinances, general assistance programs (mandatory, 
we might add) are just a select few of additional duties 
falling into the responsibility of your Town officers now. 
Not the least of the additives, is periodic reports on Fed- 
eral Revenue Sharing Funds, surveys being conducted 
by apparently less than busy governmental and govern- 
mental sponsored committees seeking information, some- 
times difficult to give due to a past mediocre or what was 
considered to be unnecessary record keeping. Despite 
it all, we have made our best attempt to keep abreast of 
all requests and demands in our term of office. 


We cannot emphasize enough the importance of you, 
the voter, the taxpayer and the recipient, of the end 
result of the decisions made, that you choose wisely your 
election of the most devoted and contributory type Town 
officers at this annual Town Meeting. 


Because of recent years sub-division of many parcels 
of land, the assessors’ responsibility has become a horrend- 
ous task, a task which is near impossible to perform within 
the normal past given period. For this reason, you will 
note that Article 26 is so worded to allow the assessors 
more time to investigate and more accurately assess values 
on all properties. 


We call your attention to a resolution enacted by the 
106th Legislature, which reads as follows: “The entire 
State of Maine will be incorporated into assessing districts 
by 1977. There will be a phasing out period during which 


on 
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each district will be assessed by a State Certified Assessor, 
hired by the Selectmen of the Towns comprising such 
districts. Compensation for assessors will be derived from 
each Town by the State Board of Taxation.”’ We remind 
you again, after reading the preceding, if you have any 
question, the State will govern our Town ultimately, 
if we fail to join together and govern ourselves within 
the law. 


We extend our thanks to all Town voted and ap- 
pointed officers, and to the Planning Board, which in 
their first year of organization, have done a masterful 
job in attempting to fulfill their described responsibilities. 


We are most grateful to those citizens who knew 
what we were attempting to do during our tenure and so 
backed us in doing it. 


Thus we submit our Annual Town Report.

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» ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
TOWN OF LIBERTY 
1973 


TO: The Board of Selectmen and the voters of the Town 
of Liberty: 


The Planning Board for the Town of Liberty was 
created by adoption of an Ordinance at the Annual Town 
Meeting for 1973. 


The Planning Board consists of the following mem- 
bers: Shirley Whittaker, Juanita Peavey, Warren Ard, 
Stewart Prescott and Willard H. Myers, III. 


From its inception, the Planning Board was con- 
fronted with the difficult task of drafting an Ordinance 
for the Town of Liberty to comply with the requirement 
of laws of the State of Maine that the Towns enact an 
ordinance to regulate the development and use of the 
250 foot zone around water bodies (Shoreland Zoning): 


The Planning Board was also confronted with the 
task of developing an Ordinance to control subdivision 
of land within the Town of Liberty in compliance with 
State Law. 


The Planning Board met weekly to develop this 
Ordinance and after careful consideration decided that 
the wisest course of action to pursue was to develop a 
comprehensive plan for the Town of Liberty instead of 
doing the job on a piecemeal basis. 


An Ordinance for the Town of Liberty embodying 
the concept of a comprehensive plan was developed and 
presented to the voters of the Town of Liberty at a 
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special town meeting held to allow the Town the oppor- 
tunity to comply with the legal deadline. The proposed 
Ordinance was defeated by vote of the meeting. 


At the time of the meeting, the Legislature of the 
State of Maine extended the deadline for compliance for 
one year to June 380, 1974. 


Following the vote of the Town meeting the Board 
has been unable to go forward with any further work on 
the shoreland areas. 


It has to date received one request for approval of 
a subdivision with the Town of Liberty and is currently 
reviewing the request. The Board is however hampered 
by the lack of any subdivision ordinance for the Town or 
any land use plan. 


The Board will present to the Annual Town Meeting 
two ordinances, one the so-called imposition ordinance 
or the minimum that the State will permit and a revised 
draft of the comprehensive plan previously presented. 
The Board recommends that the voters adopt the compre- 
hensive plan approach. 


The Board has served the citizens of Liberty well and 
has expended no funds for its efforts.

We continue to have a mutual aid agreement with 
13 neighboring towns in Waldo County, and we sincerely 
thank them for their assistance rendered whenever 
called upon. 


At the present time, our only financial assistance is 
from donations received for burning grass, debris, hauling 
water, pumping wells, and cellars, and from membership 
donations. These monies are used for the general mainten- 
ance on the trucks and to up-grade fire fighting equipment, 
therefore we trust that the people of Liberty will, as in 
the past, continue to provide vehicle insurance for the 
department owned pumper, heat, lights and space for 
the trucks at the Fire Station building. 


At this time, I would like to thank all of the people 
that have given us their assistance and support over the 
past year. I also would like to extend my gratitude to 
all of the members and line officers of the department 
for their assistance given me this year. Assistant Chiefs 
George Sprague and Edward Rousch, Captain Vernon 
Wyman, Lieutenant Herbert Cram and Theodore Van- 
Duysen.

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SELECTMEN’S ANNUAL REPORT 


As predicted, 1974 has been a year with much 
activity, many changes, new programs and the usual 
percentage of frustraticns. State Government has and 
will continue to move into our municipal domain direct- 
ing and ordering us to effect changes in our ways of 
operating so as to align with their way of operating. 


Property taxation, personal and real estate, is now 
being tuned to directives as spelled out by the State. 
Health and Welfare programs are now being carried 
out by state directives. All of this is not bad as we no 
doubt needed some direction. Our neglect in doing the 
necessaries in the past was for monetary reasons, but 
it appears now we must align ourselves to bring about 
these requirements and assess all taxpayers to bear the 
burden. 


Numerous programs were conducted and carried out 
this year, to name a few: The town dump was rehabil- 
itated and made into an attended operation. This no 
doubt was one of our best programs and while there is 
more to be done in fiscal 1975 to conform to environmental 
demands, we feel we have attained one of the best 
operated dumps in the State of Maine. Town Road 
improvement consisted of tar coating much of the hiily 
washout areas in Hostile Valley; completion of the 
Kingdom Road from the village to Montville’s town 
line; regrading roadway and parking lot area at the 
Community Hall location, including new drainage piping 
and paving of roadways and gutterlines. Replacing of 
the washed out Seth Overlock bridge in South Liberty 
was accomplished by installing a 7’ diameter by 36’ long 
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steel culvert. This straightened the roadway somewhat 
and we are now sure that it was the best way to go. We 
completed this project for less than $4,000.00 compared 
with the State estimated replacement of a bridge for 
$27,500.00. 


Town equipment trucks, plows and incidentals were 
given a thorough going’ over in readiness for Winter. 
Considerable was spent to accomplish this, but it was 
necessary and will prove to be well spent as the occasions 
arise that the equipment goes out to work. 


Through Federal Revenue Sharing funds we were 
able to acquire a second hand dump truck with a com- 
plete plow system and a new tailgate sander. Through 
a federal grant, applied for we have obtained a minimum 
seven month town highway man to handle all items of 
work such as plowing, sanding, brush cutting, road patch- 
ing and culvert cleaning as conditions require. This is 
a definite plus to the town and we have now applied for 
a second man under this program. 


Tax payments this year have been very slow and as 
a result, we have had to borrow funds in anticipation of 
taxes. Interest rates now computed show we will pay 
over $900.00 for the amount we borrowed to meet 
committments. Costs of this nature are what will require 
additional tax assessment to you in 1975. We are aware 
of the present economy crunch on all citizens in the 
country, but by the same token, your town must continue 
to run to provide you with the services you expect and 
require and the only way is through your commitment 
and payment. We therefore solicit you to carry your 
share and submit payment as and when assessed to you. 
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Along the same lines of you and your community, 
it is of utmost importance that more people get involved 
in voluntary programs to assist our community in meeting 
with required and necessary programs of action. We 
appreciate the fact that each of us would enjoy being 
around home, tending the home fires, but the problems 
of running a town require that more citizens are needed 
to aid the elected or appointed people who normally 
handle town affairs. We trust that in the ensuing year 
many of you will come forward and volunteer your ser- 
vices. 


We want to thank all the voted and appointed 
officers for their cooperation this year. 


Thus we submit our Annual Town Report.

Art. 43. Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $51.50 in support of the Community 
Alcohol Services of Belfast for Knox and 
Waldo Counties. 


Art. 44. To see if the Town will vote to increase the 
number of members of the Liberty Planning 
Board from five (5) to nine (9), and change 
the term of office to three (8) years, three 
of the nine being appointed each year after 
initiation of the nine members and these 
nine this one time will draw by lot for term 
of office commencing this year. 


Art. 45. To see how the town will vote as to its desire 
to remain as a single unit assessment town or 
to be embraced in a tax assessment district. 
The tax assessment district it would appear, 
would be comprised of a group of towns such 
as the school district and assessments of each 
town would be conducted by a State ap- 
pointed certified assessor. 


Art. 46. To see if the Town will vote a specified sum 
per year to be raised and set aside to 
ultimately pay for tax mapping of the entire 
town as is required by State law. Said tax 
mapping must be totally implemented by the 
year 1980. The estimated cost to accomplish 
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this work is $12,000.00. On this basis and 
if approved, the selectmen recommend

Dear Sirs: 


In view of the fact that The Belfast-Waldo County 
Humane Society can no longer underwrite the animal 
welfare expenses for the county, excluding the $1.50 
per day dog board paid by the state, and excluding the 
amounts paid by the City of Belfast on dogs picked up 
by their dog officer, I urge you to appropriate a fund 
for the care and protection of stray animals in your town. 


We are trying to raise the funds necessary to purchase 
the Bucklin Animal Shelter in Belmont. If we are suc- 
cessful, we can maintain the shelter with our general 
fund, but we will not be able to provide the towns with 
a free animal board and disposal service. If we fail to 
raise the funds to purchase this shelter, all animals will 
have to be transported to Bangor. As the state humane 
agents are no longer authorized to pick up stray animals 
the responsibility for this now rests upon each town to 
use its own officers. 


I would suggest that a sum of perhaps $300 be set aside 
to cover any animal board and/or disposal in excess of 
the $1.50 per day dog board paid by the state.

February 11, 1975 


The Liberty Snow-Bells, Snowmobile Club, Inc. has 
had an active, busy year. The purpose of our organiza- 
tion as stated in our By-Laws is to “‘....provide for the 
improvement of its members, to promote good will be- 
tween snowmobile operators, landowners, and law 
enforcement officers, and agencies’’. 


Our club’s activities have endeavored to fulfill this 
stated purpose. We have had several instructional, safety 
meetings with films and lectures from the Inland Fisheries 
and Game personnel and with safety officers from neigh- 
boring clubs. One session involved a question and answer 
period on snowmobile law. 


Some of our members are now qualified to teach 
snowmobiling safety and law to others and future plans 
include working with groups of youth to help them be- 
come better snowmobile citizens. 


The club is very grateful to the Town of Liberty for 
the check received for reimbursement for registered, 
snowmobiles as voted in Liberty’s 1974 town meeting. 
Plans for the use of this money include purchasing 
material for several steel drags with which we can im- 
prove present town trails, to make more new trails, to 
mark these trails and to purchase necessary materials 
and any other equipment needed for maintaining these 
trails.

We hope that all Liberty citizens will feel free to 
use marked trails for nature walks as well as winter 
cross-skiing, snowshoeing and snowmobiling.

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ORDINANCE RELATING TO FLOOD HAZARD 
BUILDING PERMIT SYSTEM AND 
REVIEW PROCEDURE 


WHEREAS, the Town of Liberty, elects to comply with 
the requirements of the National Flood Insurance Act 
of 1968 (P. L. 90-448, as amended); and; 


WHEREAS, the National Flood Insurance Program 
established in the aforesaid Act provides that maps shall 
be provided by the Federal Insurance Administration 
identifying those areas of the Town in the flood plain 
having’ a special flood hazard; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Town of 
Liberty as follows: 


1. Permit. Before construction, relocation, re- 
placement, or substantial enlargement or modification of 
any building has commenced in the special flood hazard 
area designated on the maps prepared in accordance 
with the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968, as 
amended, the owner or lessee, or the architect, engineer, 
contractor or builder employed by such owner or lessee 
shall obtain from the (Code Enforcement Officer, Plann- 
ing Board, or Selectmen)* a permit covering such pro- 
posed work. 


2. Application. The application for a permit shall 
be submitted in writing to the (Code Enforcement Offi- 
cer, Planning Board, or Selectmen)* and shall include: 


a. the name and address of applicant, 


b. an-address or a map indicating the location of the 
construction site, 


c. a site plan showing location of existing and pro- 
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posed structure(s), sewage disposal facilities, 
water supply areas to be cut and filled and the 
lot dimensions, 


d. astatement of intended use of the proposed struct- 
ure(s), 


e. a statement as to the type of sewage system 
proposed, 


f. specification of dimensions of the proposed struct- 
ure(s) (length, width and height), 


g. the elevation (in relation to ground and mean 
sea level) of the lowest floor, including base- 
ment, and if the lowest floor is below grade on 
one or more sides, the elevation of the floor 
immediately above, and, 


h. a copy of the plans and specifications of the pro- 
posed construction. This requirement may be 
modified by decision of the (Code Enforcement 
Officer, Planning’ Board or Selectmen)* when 
in their opinion such information is or is not 
needed to determine the conformance of the 
proposed construction with this ordinance. 


3. Fee. A permit fee of $10.00 (ten dollars) shall 
be paid to the town clerk (for compensation of the Code 
Enforcement Officer) with a copy of the receipt to 
accompany the application. 


4. Review. The (Code Enforcement Officer, 
Planning Board or Selectmen)* shall review all afore- 
said building permit applications to determine whether 
proposed building sites will be reasonably safe from 
flooding. Any construction, relocation, replacement or 
substantial enlargement or modification of any building, 
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including prefabricated and mobile homes upon building 
sites in the special flood hazard area must: 


a. be designed or modified and anchored to prevent 
fiotation, collapse or lateral movement of the 
structure, 


b. use construction material and utility equipment 
that are resistant to flood damage, and 


c. use construction methods and practices that will 
minimize fiood damage. 


5. Subdivision. The (Planning Board or Select- 
men)* shall, when reviewing subdivisions under 30 M. 
R. 8S. A. $4956, assure that: 


a. all such proposals are consistent with the need 
to minimize flood damage, 


b. all public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, 
gas, electrical and water systems are located, ele- 
vated, and constructed to minimize or eliminate 
flood damages, and 


c. adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce 
exposure to flood hazards. 


6. Plumbing. The Plumbing Inspector shall re- 
quire new or replacement water supply systems and 
sanitary sewage systems to be designed to minimize or 
eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the systems 
and discharges from the systems into the fiood waters 
and require onsite waste disposal systems to be located 
So as to avoid impairment of them or contamination from 
them during flooding. 


7. Regulations. The (Planning Board or Select- 
men)* may adopt any reasonable regulations that are 
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consistent with and in furtherance of the objectives of 
sections 4, 5 and 6, above, that they deem necessary for 
the proper enforcement of said sections and which are 


consistent with State law. 


8. Variances. The Board of Appeals may, upon 
written application of the affected landowner, grant a 
variance from the strict application of this Ordinance 
under the following conditions: 


a. the strict application of the terms of this Ordi- 
nance would result in undue hardship to the 
applicant or would not be in the best interest of 
the community, and 


b. the hardship is not the result of action taken by 
the applicant or a prior owner in violation of this 
Ordinance. 


9. Appeals. The Board of Appeals may, upon 
written application of an aggrieved party and after 
public notice, hear appeals from determinations of the 
(Planning Board, Selectmen or Code Enforcement Offi- 
cer)* in the administration of this Ordinance. Such 
hearings shall be held in accordance with State laws. 
Following such hearing, the Board of Appeals may re- 
verse the decision of the (Planning Board, Selectmen or 
Code Enforcement Officer)* only upon a finding that 
the decision is clearly contrary to specific provisions of 
this ordinance. An appeal may be taken within thirty 
days after any decision is rendered by the Board of 
Appeals, by any party to Superior Court in accordance 
with State law. 


10. Enforcement. It shall be the duty of the 
(Code enforcement Officer or Planning Board)* to 
enforce the provisions of this Ordinance. If the (Code 
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Enforcement Officer or Planning Board)* finds that any 
provision of this Ordinance is being violated (he or they) 
shall notify in writing the person responsible for such 
volation indicating the nature of the violation and order- 
ing the action necessary to correct it. 


When the above action does not result in the correc- 
tion or abatement of the violation, the Municipal Officers, 
upon written notice from the (Code Enforcement Offi- 
cer or Planning Board)*, are hereby authorized and 
directed to institute any and all actions, whether legal 
or equitable, necessary to the enforcement of this Ordi- 
nance. Any person who continues to violate any provision 
of this Ordinance after receiving notice of such violation 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor subject to a fine of up 
to $100.00 for each violation. Each day such a violation 
is continued is a separate offense.

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TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


Greatly improved Tax Collections and a gain of over 
$2,068 to the Town Treasury resulted from initiation of 
an Interest Penalty on delinquent 1975 Taxes. The figures 
below clearly indicate several advantages of continuing 
this plan. Other Towns have charged Interest for years, 
having found it to be a necessity for sound fiscal manage- 
ment. 


First Month (Aug.) collections of $63,765 exceeded 
by nearly $13,000 the average for first month of recent 
years, even with 1974’s higher 214% Discount rate. 
Though more took advantage of the 2% Discount in 1975 
to avoid Interest, the dollar amount of Discounts taken 
was nearly identical for the two years due to the higher 
rate in ’74. 


October 31st, 1975 collections totaling $78,093 were 
nearly $18,000 ahead of 1974, giving the Town substan- 
tially more money to operate with in ’75, reducing the 
amount needed to borrow from the Bank, giving over 
$538 savings in Loan Interest paid in ’75 compared to 
"74, This was due to people paying earlier, though delin- 
quent, to avoid even higher Interest Penalty later. 


January 31st, end of Town Fiscal Year 1975, collec- 
tions totaled $96,312 compared to only $88,845, a gain 
of about $7,500 over ’74. Hence, Uncollected Taxes for 
1975 were only $9,680; in 1974, as in prior years, about 
75% more remained uncollected - $16,687. And, this 
year only 56 taxpayers are on the Unpaid Taxes list; last 
year there were 75. 
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The $2,068.07 actual dollar gain to the Town’s 
Treasury from the Interest Penalty Plan is shown below:

The very favorable differences in every instance 
under the Interest Penalty plan will become even more 
so next year because there was great evidence that both 
Resident and Non-Resident Taxpayers, not attending 
Town Meeting and not reading Penalties clearly printed 
on their Tax Bills, didn’t realize that they had lost up to 
7% in 6 months by not taking Discount; rather, they 
thought it cost them nothing but 2% Discount to wait 
until January as they used to be able to do, at Town 
expense; it is predictable that another year many more 
will pay in the Discount period, still further to the Town’s 
advantage in cash availability.

CIVIL EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 
DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


The initiation of a Warning or Alert network 
throughout the town of Liberty is the principal completed 
project of the Civil Emergency Preparedness organiza- 
tion during this Town year. As set up, virtually every 
resident family in the Town can and will be reached with 
“Alert”? messages. About 50 key persons have definite, 
written instructions defining their particular responsi- 
bilities to perform; they will reach nearly 200 resident 
families of the Town. These alerts are no longer limited 
to nuclear or other attact warnings, as under the original 
Civil Defense concept; the current national organiza- 
tions’s purpose is re-defined as being responsible for 
informing of impending or existing civil emergencies and 
coordinating the State, County and Town-level efforts 
to avoid harm to life and property, and/or the actions 
of eoncerned agencies in the Town or County or State 
who can help civilians during and after such emergencies 
that might arise from any source whatsoever - including 
weather, fire, natural or unnatural local disasters. 


By the summer of 1976, the network will be ex- 
panded to alert or to assist the many summer families 
and visitors to our Town, to whom we have equal obliga- 
tion in case of trouble. 


The only physical equipment involved directly in 
setting up this effort so far has been to install a Civil 
Emergency Preparedness phone in the residence of the 
Director, so that it can be used, unimpeded, for emer- 
gency alerts or reports of problems pertaining to civilian 
safety or help, or protection of property. This does not 
replace the Town’s Red Line phone system for normal 
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summoning of the Fire Department or Ambulance Ser- 
vice. But it can be used as an alternate to summon help 
any time necessary, for any purpose. The number is in 
your phone Directory, under Liberty, Town of, - Civil 
Preparedness Director, effective with the issue of 1976 
Directories - and the PHONE NUMBER is 589-4212. 
NOTE IT SOMEWHERE YOU CAN FIND IT READILY. 
This can be used to call for help in the event of any 
‘Disaster’ at your individual home when it is urgent you 
have outside help; it need not be limited to major dis- 
asters affecting the whole Town. Application has been 
made to the Federal Government via the State, to obtain 
for the Town, half the Town’s direct cost of having and 
overating this phone as an “alert’”’ system unit. 


The State recommends this sort of ‘‘Alert’”’ network 
for every town where sirens will not do the job without 
thousands of dollars of unwarranted expense; and they 
indicate that the network Liberty has established is the 
finest in the State to date. We hope they find it lives up 
to expectations on State’s monthly ‘“‘tests’’. 


The next project which is being undertaken and pos- 
sibly under way before this report is published, is to 
establish a comprehensive ‘‘Resource Inventory’’, so we 
will know and be able to tell those needing same, where 
just about anything needed in case of.trouble can be 
found, in the Town and in the vicinity. This will be a 
long and tedious project at best, and will involve coop- 
eration of many townspeople in their telling what 
equipment or facilities they own or know of someone 
else having, that would be useful in any emergency, to 
help save the life or property of Townspople, or others 
nearby, when the Town might be called upon to assist 
in disaster. This is an “Inventory” with literally hundreds 
of items - starting from “who” is available, when, 


ee 
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through every conceivable type of equipment that might 
help - cars, trucks, and other vehicles, by type and 
availability; all kinds of tools or machinery, large or 
small, including many items of farm equipment. And, 
availablility of shelter facilities and food stock and 
feeding facilities are some of the most important ele- 
ments of this “preparedness”? inventory. We are not 
here referring to the “bomb shelter’ type of facilities; 
rather, the accomodation of persons displaced in disaster 
situations. These inventory items will all be carefully 
catalogued so that these “resources”? might be called 
upon if and when needed. Hopefully the need may never 
arise but no one can predict this. 


The limited “staffing’’ of the Liberty C.E.P. organ- 
ization so far includes a Deputy Director (John Har- 
risson) to act in absence of the Director; a Secretary 
(Ruth Wood), to perform numerous functions if and 
when need arises the Chief of the Liberty Volunteer 
Fire Department (Reginald Andrews) and the head of 
the Liberty Volunteer Ambulance Service (George 
Sprague), as well as the Constables in Town (Hiram 
Bachelder, Sewell Colby and Ed Whitaker), the Fire 
Wardens and Deputies (Hiram Bachelder, Luther Sher- 
man, Ed Rousch and Arvid Eggen), Health Officer 
(Mrs. Albert Lindsey). All are considered part of the 
C.E.P. ‘Staff’? because it is the responsibility, by Law, 
of the Selectmen to have ‘made provision’’ for the pro- 
tection of life and property in the Town through a 
properly staffed Civil Emergency Preparedness organi- 
zation in the Town. The C.E.P. Director is responsible 
for coordinating the efforts of all these organizations 
and officials in the event of any emergency in which the 
Town may become involved or concerned, be it large or 
small. 
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The Town is supposed to have.an Emergency Op- 
eration Center from which all emergency relief efforts 
will be coordinated and/or directed. Lacking any other 
facility at this time, the Director’s residence would 
become such Emergency Operations Center, until or 
unless some other facility were established. 


It is conceivable that more sophisticated communi- 
cations methods, or ‘‘Walkie-talkie”’ or other auxiliary 
units such as existing CB radio and Sheriff Department 
type mobile communications would be desirable at some 
future time, but none of this is contemplated at present 
except as the same may already exist and turn up in the 
“Resource Inventory”. 


The Director would welcome inquiries from inter- 
ested persons having questions, at any time, and would 
also appreciate hearing from any persons having either 
unsuspected talents or just willingness to assist, to offer 
to Liberty’s growing C.E.P. efforts.

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REPORT OF THE LIBERTY 
VOLUNTEER AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 


For the calendar year ending December 31, 1975, 
this Service answered 55 calls for assistance. This is a 
marked drop from the previous year. We can only assume 
that residents of the four towns served by this Service 
are being more selective when calling for the ambulance. 

The total number of ambulance calls answered by 
this Service since its inception in 1968 are 445. The total 
number of miles traveled, with patients aboard, are 
18,689. 


During the year 1975 the Service answered 55 calls. 
Of the 55, 50 were of emergency nature and 5 were 
transfers. Break down by towns as follows: Liberty 23 
calls; Belmont 1 call; Searsmont 13 calls; Montville 15 
calls; Washington 1 call; Morrill 1 call; Transfer for 
other services 1 call. Total 55 calls. Total milaege in 
1975, 1,619. 


During the year, this Service joined the Mid-Coast 
Ambulance and Rescue Association. This comprises the 
ambulance services in the Counties of Waldo, Knox and 
Lincoln. This Association was formed just prior to the 
opening of the new PENBAY Medical Center in Rock- 
port. We are a Charter Member. 


We maintain our membership in the Waldo County 
Ambulance and Rescue Association. We also have a 
working agreement with the Windsor Ambulance Ser- 
vice, who services Palermo. We act as back-up for that 
town. 


During the year a course in Red Cross First Aid and 
Emergency Care was offered at the Liberty Fire House. 
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The number of persons attending was very disappointing, 
but those who did attend and complete course, had an 
opportunity to practice the many first aid skills of this 
course, over the 51 hours. On the final evening, several 
of the class acted as ‘casualities’ and were put on the 
stretchers, loaded in the Ambulance, and given a ‘ride’ 
so they could see what it was like to be in the back of the 
ambulance. Then, those who were ‘patients’ traded places 
with the attendants and driver, and they had the chance 
to drive the ambulance. Those attending agreed that this 
was a worthwhile exercise. They did not realize what it 
was like to be on the stretcher, and not be able to see 
what was happening up ahead. This, it is hoped, will 
make all of our attendants better drivers, and more con- 
scious of the patient comfort. 


The Service was called on to render aid for bleeding 
problems, heart attacts, auto accidents, gunshot wounds, 
broken bones and a call for swollowing after shave lotion. 
Five calls were for transfers from hospital to home; and 
from. home to hospital. These were necessary due to 
being in a cast or because patient was unable to sit up 
in a car because of hip injuries. 


The Service was able to make its commitment to 
FmHA in 1975 and it is hoped, with the future support 
of the towns and residents we serve, it will be able to 
make its commitment in 1976. 


A reminder, for those who don’t know, we have 
available to the residents of our service area, a subscrip- 
tion plan. This entitles all members of a family, living 
under one roof, to ambulance service for one year. This 
is to a hospital of their choice, within a 55 mile radius 
of Liberty. The fee is $8.00 per year. Anyone is eligible 
to join. It becomes-effective 24 hours after the check is 
received. | 
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The subscription expires on September 30, 1976. Is 
renewable, and covers all services rendered, such as 
oxygen, supplies, and for the initial service. If you are 
a subscriber, and have to be transferred back to your 
residence, by ambuance, the fee is seventy cents per 
loaded mile. You simply send check or money order, in 
the amount of $8.00, and a subscription form will be 
mailed to you. This explains the program and what you 
get for your $8.00. 


The Service is still able to meet state and federal 
requirements as to equipment and training, and will con- 
tinue to do so in the future. In some instances, we exceed 
those requiremnets. Thru the continued efforts of the 
officers and attendants of the Service, we are able to 
maintain a well qualified Service, thus can render the 
necessary aid to our service area.

The Fire Department records for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1975 shows that the Fire Dept. responded to 11 
fire calls in the past year. These calls were for 2 woods 
fires, 1 brush fire, 1 car, 1 house, 3 chimney, 1 oil burner 
and 2 out of town fires. This is one less call than last 
year but nevertheless a decline over 1974. With added 
caution and through prevention the above number can 
be reduced even further. The best way to stop fires is 
to prevent them from starting. Prevention is accomo- 
lished through knowledge. We urge everyone to learn 
where fire dangers exist, what they are and what should 
be done about them. Be prepared and on the lookout for 
potential fire hazards. 


Liberty continues to have Mutual Aid with our 
neighboring towns in Waldo County and we sincerely 
thank them for their assistance when called upon. 


Last year in the Annual Report, an open invitation 
was extended to you, the people of Liberty, to actively 
join the Fire Dept. and to share with us the mutual 
concern of fire protection for the Town of Liberty. The 
response to that invitation was very disappointing, by the 
fact that there was very little response at all. We again 
extend an invitation, to you, to join the Fire Dept. and 
become an “‘active’? member. Contrary to what so many 
people think, combating any fire is a science and you 
‘cannot learn how to use equipment or operate equip- 
ment “effectively”’ by not joining the Fire Dept. .

Liberty Snow-Bell, Snowmobile Club Ince. 
Annual Report 


The Liberty Sno-Bells, Snowmobile Club, Inc. has 
had another busy year. 


Although the club remains small, much work has 
been accomplished. The old trails have been maintained 
with volunteer help, and with the use of the club’s drags. 
New trails have been brushed out and well marked in 
West Liberty, across to So. Liberty and on to So. Mont- 
ville and Searsmont. Another trail that is now passable 
and nearly completed is from Liberty to Frye Mountain. 


Many hours of labor have been donated by A. K. 
Blood, club president, in seeing land owners and in 
cutting, marking and dragging town trails. 


The club purchased materials for a new bridge 
across the George’s River and labor was donated by 
several interested persons. Our club has also donated 
labor to help with bridges on the Sheepscot River. 


The club this year has voted to donate $200 to the 
Town Recreation project for fencing and this will be 
available when the town is ready. 


At this writing a snowmobile safety course is being 
set up for area youngsters and will be held at the Walker 
School.

In our first year this committee has gained a know- 
ledge of the working of the community hall. This know- 


' ledge is helping us in promoting the use of the hall, while 


discouraging abuse of the hall. 


Last spring we sought opinions of our fellow res- 
idents regarding the use of the hall by distributing quest- 
ionaires. The returned questionaires confirmed the com- 
mittee members feelings about the use of the hall.

The expense 
of this job was held to a minimum with a very reasonable 
bid having been submitted by a town resident and having 
been acceptable both to this committee and the board 
of selectmen. 
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We recognize there is still much to be done in the 
upgrading of the hall. High on our list is repainting the 
interior and refinishing the upstairs floor. The hall is a 
fine and useful building worth our continuing attention. 

Our 
meetings are open. A schedule of events will be posted 
in the hall.

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FIRE CHIEF'S REPORT FOR 1979 


I would like to take this time to thank all the 
firemen and members of the Liberty Volunteer Fire 
Department for their support during the past year. We 
had a very busy and successful year and are looking 
forward to another. 


We had several fund raising projects through out 
the year. We started out with the Memorial Day Dinner, 
a Chicken Bar-B-Que at Marshall Shore in July, a soft 
ball game with W.A.B.K. Radio Station, several soft 
ball games with the Montville Fire Dept. at Andrews 
field. A Hunters’ Supper in November. All of these events 
were very well attended and we hope to have them all 
again this year. The money raised from these projects 
went back into the department to be used where needed. 


The largest expense for the fire department was 
bringing the equipment up to OSHA standards. We have 
purchased coats, boots, hats, gloves, new hose and several 
indian pumps plus new rope. | 


We have moved the furnace to the back of the fire- 
house where the town office was once located, the stairs 
have been moved to the back of the building, outside. 
The inside of the firehouse has been repainted from top 
to bottom for the first time in several years, plus the floor 
upstairs has been resanded and revarnished for the first 
time. 


The trucks are in fair shape, the Chevy had lost the 
radiator and was repaired within 24 hours, the Interna- 
tional sprang a leak in the water tank and this also was 
repaired within a 24 hour period, all work on these 
trucks was done by the firemen on a volunteer basis. 
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We had three bad fires during the past year, also 
four chimney fires, and two grass fires. The dept. tried 
their best to get as much grass burned for people as they 
could before it turned green. 


As you all know it is against the law to burn any- 
thing cut of doors without a burning permit. If you are 
going to do any burning please contact me for a permit. 
This is required by law and if you get caught burning 
without a permit it could mean a fine.

No new legislation has come forth to my knowledge 
since the last time my report to you, in the 1979 Town 
Report. 


As you know, even a replacement system needs a 
soil evaluation unless voted otherwise by the citizens. 


A separate permit for inside plumbing must be 
obtained before starting any work that involves any 
changes in waste piping or the replacement of a water 
heater. These are State Regulations and are so mandated. 


The fee for a new sewage system is twenty-eight 
dollars ($28.00), payable to your town and the fee for 
the inside plumbing is two dollars ($2.00) per fixture up 
to ten plus a three dollar ($38.00) permit fee, also payable 
to your town. 


Again my thanks for your cooperation.

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SELECTMEN'’S REPORT 


Greetings to all the townspeople! 


This year has been one in which we witnessed 
numerous times of frustration and a few times of grati- 
fication in our attempts and process to manage the town’s 
operation. The frustrations were mostly in trying to cope 
with the run-a-way inflationary times, which is being 
witnessed country and even world wide. Despite this, 
however, we feel that in most appropriated categories 
we stayed well within and only in a few uncontrolable 
categories did we exceed. Examples of this is “‘Charities’’, 
support of the poor. Who can predict in advance the 
number of cases that you may have to deal with? 
“Administration” special elections held, real estate dis- 
counts, excise tax receipts are all variables, so no specific 
dollar appropriation can be applied. 

School and County taxes continue to rise yearly and 
this really is where it all happens that your real estate 
taxes are being increased. Are we getting our moneys 
worth from these two assessments? In the minds of us 
as Selectmen the answer is questionable, but then what 
control do we have? The asessment is made and we 
become obligated to raise the funds to meet the obliga- 
tion. 

On the subject of assessment: We are proud to 
' sav that this vear we visited every parcel of property in 
the town verifying building counts and measurements. 
In cases of properties under the possibility of question, 
we solicited the help of the state experts. Abatements 
were made to some property owners and we concede that 
we erred in a few situations, but most abatements were 
necessitated by the fact that property transfers had not 
been recorded in the County records and therefore we 
were taxing to the persons of record. 
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As said previously, it has been a year with frustra- 
tions, but also gratification and we thank all of you 
“Townspeople” for entrusting us with the management 
of your Town.

REPORT OF 
LOCAL PLUMBING INSPECTOR 


it is that time of year again and I wish to thank all 
of the citizens for their splendid and much appreciated 
cooperation. 


There seems to be some confusion concerning the 
subject of permits. There are two separate permits, one 
for waste water disposal or external and one for inter- 
nal plumbing, each one is separate and dintinct from the 
other. In new construction, it is customary to issue the 
waste water disposal permit first, then the building 
permit, in those towns that require a building permit. 
Secondly, if is mandatory that an internal plumbing 
permit be obtained, either by the owner or his agent or 
preferably by the Master Plumber who will be doing or 
supervising the work. The person to whom the permit is 
issued should notify the Local Plumbing Inspector when 
the, work is completed and ready for inspection, and 
should be present at the time of inspection to receive the 
Certificate of Approval if all is in order. 


There have been instances where the owner has 
taken out a permit for the waste water, and then told the 
plumber that he had taken out a permit, which he had, 
but for waste water only. The plumber should see the 
permit himself before starting work, otherwise he is 
liable for the permit or lack of one. The inspections are 
for your protection, against poor workmanship and short 
cuts, that is what we are here for, not to make the job 
cost more.

REMINDER TO ALL DOG OWNERS 


No person having the care of animals, whether domestic 
or otherwise, shall permit or allow the same to go at 
large on any highway, street, land, alley, common, 
square, or any othe public place within the Town, or 
upon the property of another person without the consent 
of that person. Upon complaint of any person, any animal 
found in violation of this ordinance may be seized and 
impounded by any law enforcement officer, animal 
control officer, or other public official authorized for 
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these purposes at the expense of the animal’s owner or 
keeper. Any animal, so found, not bearing the identifi- 
cation of its owner shlall be classified as a stray, and may 
be immediately disposed of after being held for 10 days. 
Such officer may keep such animal in any appropriate 
facility, public or private, within or without the Town. 


Penalty: 


In addition to seizing and impounding the animal, the 
officer having jurisdiction may bring suit against the 
owner of any animal running at large, and that owner 
commits a civil violation for which a forfeiture of not 
less than $25, nor more than $100 shall be adjudged. 


The words “at large’’ shall mean off the premises of the 
owner and not under the control of any person by means 
of a chain, rope, cord of sufficient strength to control 
the animal, or such personal presence and attention as 
will reasonably control the conduct of such animal. 


The anima! control officer, other law enforcement officer, 
or other public official authorized for these purposes, 
may prosecute the owner or keeper of any dog creating 
a nuisance by reason of habitually barking, biting, howl- 
ing, or in any other manner disturbing the peace and 
quiet of any inhabitant of the Town. Any person upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than $10.00 
nor more than $100, plus costs of prosecution. 


It shall be unlawful for the owner, or keeper, of any 
dog older than six months, less than one day, to keep or 
maintain such dog unless it has been vaccinated by a 
veterinary with anti-rabies vaccine within 24 months 
preceeding the date on which said dog is kept or main- 
tained. Any person found violating this provision shall 
be fined not less than $10 nor more than $100, plus costs 
of prosecution. 
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STATEMENT OF POLICY FOR 
AID TO THE POOR 


The Town of Liberty will administer a program of 
general assistance available to all persons living in the 
Town. General assistance is intended to provide a specific 
amount of aid for defined needs during a limited period 
of time and is not intended to be a continuing ‘‘grant-in- 
aid’’ or “‘categorical’’ welfare program. The program 
will be administered in accordance with 22 M.R.S.A. 
4450-4508 and these Rules and Regulations. 


When possible, the general assistance program will 
seek to alleviate needs other than financial, arranging 
for recipients to be provided with rehabilitative, prevent- 
ive, and protective services. Use will be made of all 
available resources for the recipient’s benefit and to 
ensure that services provided are not duplicative. 


In time of extreme emergency, general assistance 
will be made available to eligible persons when the 
general assistance office is not ordinarily open. However, 
the general assistance administrators will still be re- 
sponsible for keeping complete and accurate records 
during times of extreme emergency.

Notice of discontinuance of utilities. 

Denial of food stamp assistance. 

Proof of denial of employment with three separate 
sources. 

Doctor’s certificate of inability to work. 

Written consent to inquire of any source re: financial 
need.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Liberty con- 


_form to generally accepted accounting principles as 


applicabie to governmental units. 
Basis of Presentation 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis 
of funds or account groups, each of which is con- 
sidered a separate accounting entity. The operations 
of each fund are accounted for with a separate set 
of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, 
liabilities, fund balance, revenues and expenditures. 
The various funds are grouped by type in the finan- 
cial statements. 


Government Funds 


General Fund - The general fund is the general 
operating fund of the Town. All general tax revenues 
and other receipts that are not allocated by law 
or contractual agreement to another fund are 
accounted for in this fund. From this fund are paid 
the general operating expenditures, the fixed charges 
and the capital improvement costs that are not paid 
through other funds. 

Special Revenue Fund - Special revenue sharing 
funds are used to account for revenues derived from 
specific taxes or other earmarked revenue sources, 
including federal revenue sharing funds. 
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B. Basis of Accounting 


In accordance with established accounting practice 
for governmental units, the financial astatements of 
the several funds are on a modified accrual basis. 
Revenues are recorded on the basis of cash receipts 
adjusted for receivables. Expenditures are recorded 
on the basis of cash disbursements. Accrued ex- 
penses, such as payroll, are not recorded as 
liabilities, since such items are payable from ap- 
propriations of the following year. 


C. General Fixed Assets 


The Town does not maintain a record of its general 
fixed assets. Expenditures for property and equip- 
ment are charged against departmental operations 
whenever such items are purchased.

During the year there have been a number of voted upon items that 
have been handled by the Selectmen's office and there were some items 
that were voted upon, but no action followed, for justifiable reasons. 

To re=cap a few of those which were taken care of, there was the 
tree and brush cutting in Hostile Valley, Mclaughlin Road and McLean Road. 
Under town road improvements, new culverts were placed in Hostile 
Valley Road and road rehabilitation was also done. There should be a con- 
Sideration to an article in 1974 business to allocate the funds for paving 

some portions of the road-ways in the Hostile Valley section; mainly in 

the areas where frequent washouts take place because of excessive grades 
and heavy water run-off, Other town road improvement was accomplished in 
the rebuilding of the Knowlton Road. This work was all accomplished through 
the use of State allocated funds. 

Tarring and resurfacing was performed on the so-called Back Road, the 
Community Hall Road and Keith Cram's road up to the Town Line, 

The town utilized two units or $1,332.00 for state to pave the gravel 
portion of the re-constructed Stickney Hill Road running from Route #220 
inward to Marshal? Shores Road. Acting on a special grant as an experi- 
mental project the state more than matched the town's portion to complete 
this work, God job, 

A five year lease aequisition between Donald and Zelma Rhodes and the 
town of Liberty was finalized and we now have located our Winter stockpile 
on Route #220, center to all portions of the Town. The excess sand salt 
was transported to the new lot from the Sprague Property under lease to 
the town. As you are perhaps aware, this move was required because of the 
possibility of water contamination to neighboring homes. The Department of 
Environmental Improvement directed the town to find a new location. While 
on the subject of the Sprague Property, the town still holds an 8 year 
lease term on this property with the Spragues. Since there is no need for 
the salt shed contained thereon (considered to be too expensive and not 
worth moving], the Board approved a request by the Ambulance Service to put 
it to use as a garage for the ambulance for the remainder of this fiscal 
year. An article should be entered on the 1974 warrant to vote on an 
annual basis to lease this structure for a $1.00 consideration. 

As per approved articles 14 & 31, Federal Revenue Sharing Funds were 
used to re-roof and rehabilitate the Community Hall. Most viewers of it's 
appearance after completion have indicated their approval, 

After two separate advertisements of bid, the town's 1926 Reo Fire 
Engine was sold for $666.67 to a Mr. John Randall. He stated after re- 
habilitating, he will perhaps return it here for a parade review, 

The most controversial "Walker Dormitory Property" was advertised 
for bid. A high bid of $8,250.00 was received from residents Roger and 
Nancy Bartlett. A 10% retainer was taken at the time of bid and the 
balance of $7,425.10 is due and payable by January 27, 1974, 90 days 
from the date of bid opening. 

The Energy Crisis, which we are presently undergoing, could be very 
critical to performing adequately sanding and plowing of our roads, We 


have been in contact with Federal and State Fuel Allocation Boards, but 


as yet have received no guarantee or satisfaction that we will be pro- 
tected in obtaining enough product to run our vehicles. We ask all of 
the citizens to bare with us and the Road Commissioner and be assured we 
will be giving it our best effort. 

Estimating proper budget amounts for fiscal year 1974 in many cat- 


egories is going to be extremely difficult. The reason is quite obvious- 
ly because of the present inflationary trend through-out the country and 
the world for that matter. It appears there will be not only a shortage 
of materials such as copcrete and blacktop, steel, fuel but there is no 
control on pricing and therefore the only way is up. 

Regarding the dump; by necessity, we have expended more than was al- 
located to maintain the dump. Carelessness on the part of people dumping 
and the fact that we have no real means of restricting out-of-towners 
from the use of the dump, has required us to take large equipment in on 
occasions to push back and grade the area with gravel. While we're sure 
that the dump could not be in a 190% condition, we have had some com- 


pliments as to it's general condition through-out the year, 


The flood damage occurring from the two storms prior to Christmas 
caused extensive damage to many town roads and drainage culverts. The 
road commissioner and all available equipment and men have worked most 
diligently to make roadways passable. Much is left to be done, so we hope 
for good weather until the task is completed. We have sent a preliminary 
estimate of $11,000 to the Civil Defense Authorities and hopefully we 
will receive some Federal and State relief monies to lighten the burden. 

The state plow vehicle, which we have been promised the chance of 
purchase, has been delayed in delivery to us because their replacement 
vehicles have not vet been delivered to them. The latest check leads oe 
to believe late dances now. 


We wish to remind you that January 1 is the date for licensing of 


dogs in the town and urge all dog owners to promptly do so. We also re- 
mind you that there is a State leash law in effect. Most citizens are 
abiding, but we note there are some who disregard it and allow their dogs 
free rein. In consideration of your neighbors property, and the deer pop- 
ulation, we ask you all to abide, 

The annual town meeting, tentatively set for March 9, will bring 
forth openings in many of the town offices. Presently, we can tell you 
that the first and second selectmen will not be candidates for reelection 
and we Will tell you that there are others who have indicated that they 
will also be vacating. We urge you in the strongest way to give full con- 


sideration to selecting your candidates in any office, but most speci- 


fically in the Selectmen and Assessor categories. The administrative 


requirements today versus yesteryear are much more difficult. With the 
federal and state regulation boards, surveys, revenue sharing, shore- 
land zoning, environmental land fill programs for pollution control, 
and the like, necessitate a great deal of time and knowledge and there 
is no room for just "a nice guy” or the "good friend” to be voted into 
office only to find that he or they cannot cope with the task. More com- 
pensation for the expected performance of these town officers must de- 
finitely be considered and accepted by the citizens; please consider, 

By law, the Board of Assessors are required to sit on April 1 to 
record any changes in property holdings as of that date. It also is the 


time that if one feels he is being unjustly assessed, to so note ae 
Time allocated to the assessors on part time basis for thorough ap- 


praisals of all properties is quite minimal. It would be much to your 
advantage to describe in writing any change consideration prior to 
ope 3 eS Ga
